3. Bank failures have been oblit- 


tered and "there was not a single 
national bank failure in the United 
States for the first time in over 
50 years." . 


4. Monetary gold stocks have

5. Bank deposits have increased 


ftom $41,643,000,000 on December 
31, 1932, to $51,335,000,000 on June 
30, 1936. This figure excludes in- 
terbank deposits. 


/>. Profits of 921 corporations, 


listed at $348,000,000 in 1932, have 
mounted to $1,786,000,000 in 1935 
and are expected to increase again 
by 50 per cent this year. 


7. Total compensation of em- 


ployees in all industries has in- 
creased from less than $31,000,- 
000,000 in 1932 to more than $36,-

8. Agricultural prices have re- 


covered and gross agricultural in-

Bank Failures at End Under 


Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2— (UP) 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. 
Roper analy zed "business recov ery 
under the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion" in support of re-election of 
President Roosevelt. 
The comparison between busi­ 
ness conditions on March 4, 1833, 
when the New Deal came into pow­ 
er, and today is "the most strik ing 
ev er recorded iiKthe history of the 
country ,” Roper said. His analy sis 
asserted that: 
1. More than 6,000,000 people 
have been returned to priv ate em­ 
ploy ment since March, 19 33 and, 
"in addition, sev eral million are 
employ ed under constructiv e pro­ 
g rams sponsored by the 
federal 
g ov ernment." 
2. The 
national 
income 
has 
mounted from $39 ,500,000,000 in 
1032 to an estimated $60,000,000,- 
000 and the "burdensome" q uality 
of the national debt is no long er 
so worrisome because of rising in­ 
come and prices. 
3. Bank failures have been oblit- 
tered and "there was not a sing le 
national bank failure in the United 
States for the first time in over 
50 y ears." 
4. Monetary g old stock s hav e 
risen 
5. Bank deposits hav e increased 
from $41,643,000,000 on December 
31, 19 32, to $51,335,000,000 on June 
30, 19 36. This fig ure ex cludes in­ 
terbank deposits. 
JB. Profits of 9 21 corporations, 
listed at $348,000,000 in 19 32, hav e 
mounted to $1,786,000,000 in 19 35 
and are ex pected to increase ag ain 
by 50 per cent this y ear. 
7. Total compensation of em­ 
ploy ees in all industries has in­ 
creased from less than $31,000,- 
000,000 in 19 32 to more than $36,- 
000,000,000 last y ear and is ex ­ 
pected to rise by a "further sub­ 
stantial g ain” in 19 36. 
8. Ag ricultural prices hav e re­ 
covered and g ross ag ricultural in­ 
come has risen from $6,406,000,000 
in 19 33 to an*fcstimate of "nearly 
$8,000,000,000 this y ear." 
9 . The 
v alue of construction 
contracts has boomed with awards 
in 37 states east of the rock ies 
ex ceeding 
$2,000,000,000 for the 
first nine months of 19 36 com­ 
pared with $1,350,000,000 for the 
entire y ear of 19 32. 
Detailing the climb from depres­ 
sion of domestic and foreig n trade 
and the recov ery of 
American 
railrq g ds, Roper said: 
"In 19 33 business was on a 
hand-to-mouth basis with stock s 
on hand too low for even sub­ 
normal times. 
Retail buy ing was 
restricted to absolute necessities. 
Retail volume 
for 
the

States declined rfrom $49 ,115,000,- 
000 in 19 29 to $25,037,225,000 in 
19 33. 
In 19 35, there was a g ain of 
31 per cent ov er 19 33 to bring 
the total to $32,79 0,267,000 and in 
19 36, it is estimated there has been 
a further increase of 10 per cent 
to 15 per cent.

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Iowa Perplex es Politicians 
As Both Parties Try to Learn 
How Farmers Are Going to Vote

JEFFERSON, la. The most tan­ 
talizing farm state in the ey es 
of politicians this election y ear 
is Iowa. The farmers are not say ­ 
ing how they are g oing to vote. 
Is Iowa "g oing home" to Re­ 
publicanism—as the Republicans 
say ? Or will she g o Democratic, 
as she did in 19 32? 
I put the q uestion to Cly de L. 
Herring . He has been g ov ernor of 
Iowa for the past four y ears and 
now is running for the U. S. sen­ 
ate on the Democratic tick et. 
"Iowa?" he snapped. 
"Iowa's 
g oing Democratic by 100,000 ma­ 
jority !" 
"What about the farm v ote?" I 
ask ed. 
Sees Farmers for F. D. R. 
"Farmers are for Roosevelt, 9 5 
per cent of them. They ’re strong ­ 
er than horseradish for the pres­ 
ent plan for 
soil 
conserv ation. 
They should be—it’s the best one 
y et made for ag riculture. Accord­ 
ing to it, if a man plants 40 acres 
to com, 40 to alfalfa, and 40 to 
clover, and k eeps it up in 
100 
y ears his farm will be in better 
condition than it is now, 
"But let him plant 120 acres to 
corn y ear after y ear—as he un­ 
doubtedly will If he’s paid to dump 
his surplus abroad—and his land 
will be worn out in a few y ears. 
This would mean we’d be selling 
our farm land piece-meal to Eu­ 
rope! Which is something we cer­ 
tainly don’t want to do. 
"How will the drouth affect the 
picture? Scarcely at all. Thoug h 
it has caused much suffering in 
individual cases throug h 30 coun­ 
ties, the state’s Income is so much 
larg er now than in the day s of 10- 
cent corn, that the state can af­ 
ford 
to 
look 
after 
its 
needy 
citizens. 
Mass Action 
"It shows what we can do as a 
nation—the prosperous parts help­ 
ing those in adv ersity . We must 
act as a nation. If we try to hav e 
each state tak e care of its citi­ 
zens, by itself, we’re div iding the 
country into many small, weak 
countries. We mustn’t forg et the 
lesson of the bundle of stick s! 
"Yes, the 
drouth 
conference 
held here in Des Moines was help­ 
ful," the g ov ernor answered 
In 
response to my q uery . "The pres­ 
ident 
was 
able 
to g et a g ood 
g rasp of the whole situation by 
talk ing with theg ov ernors and 
representativ es from each state. 
He received each deleg ation sep­ 
arately , here in this room.” 
I askc i the g ov ernor, "What do 
y ou think of Lemk e’s chances?" 
The g ov ernor smiled and replied 
craftily , "In Iowa, not much. No 
third party candidate ev er does 
much here. 
In Minnesota 
and 
North Dak ota, it may be a differ­ 
ent story ." 
There y ou hav e the views of ons 
of the big Democrats of the state. 
I turned nex t to a newspaper edi­ 


tor, a man as nearly without 
prejudice as any y ou’ll find. 
"What’s Iowa g oing to do?" I 
ask ed him. 
"No one can tell until ofter elec­ 
tion day ," he told me. "But it’s 
g oing to be close, v ery close. One 
of the prominent Republican can­ 
didates was in our office the other 
day and we ask ed him what he 
thoug ht. 
He had just been 
all 
ov er the state and 
he 
said 
he 
couldn’t tell what was g oing to 
happen." 
Nex t, I talk ed with a farmer, 
one of the followers of the late 
Milo Reno. "Oh, the farmers are 
for Roosevelt," he told me. "Him 
or Lemke. 
The Farm 
Holiday s 
for Lemk e, of course." 
But a v eteran stock man had a 
different story . 
"I can’t tell y ou 
about all the farmers, but the ones 
I do bustness with are for Lan­ 
don. They ’re all the independent 
k ind who really don’t want help 
or advice from the g ov ernment.” 
Jefferson and Coon Rapids, two 
ty pical small towns in ag ricul­ 
tural areas, are heatedly Repub­ 
lican, I g athered from the citi­ 
zens with whom I 
talk ed. 
Des 
Moines is apparently Republican. 
Sioux City , where the Farm-La­ 
bor party has a strong hold, was 
called a "bad spot," by a Republi­ 
can county chairman 
from 
the 
central part of the state. 
"But the state as a whole will 


g o Republican—I think ," he added, 
"The trend is in that direction, 
and when a popular trend g ets 
started, It keeps on g oing . And 
don’t forg et that Iowa is normally 
a Republican state." 
Rig ht there, he put his 
fing er 
on "X". Besides 
this 
tendency , 
there are several other 
factors 
pointing the same way . First, the 
character of the real dirt farm ­ 
er, which is bitterly resentful of 
much that the president has ad­ 
v ocated: the destruction of crops 
and liv estock , the pauperization 
of farm 
laborers, 
g ov ernmental 
superv ision, and so on. This is the 
conserv ativ e attitude. 
Among the 
less 
conserv ativ e 
farmers are the Lemke followers, 
whose votes, of course, will 
be 
tak en away from Roosev elt rather 
than Landon. Then 
there’s 
the 
inev itable dissatisfaction of those 
who have been helped. I heard 
said not once, but many times: "A 
lot of farmers and WPA work ers 
who won’t come out openly for 
Landon—they ’re 
afraid 
to—are 
g oing to vote for him when they 
g et to the polls." Added to this is 
the larg e Republican city v ote. 
"Going home’’ to 
Republican­ 
ism is a hig hly sig nificant phrase 
and one y ou often hear. All in all, 
it seems v ery likely that a nor­ 
mal Iowa, a prosperous Iowa, will 
swing back to her accustomed po­ 
litical faith.

STEEL'S WAGE REVISION 


expected counter-offensive to or- 


ganize labor's campaign to annex the 


•workers of the steel industry has been 
launched with the announcement that the 
United States Steel Corporation will short- 
ly submit a wage revision plan to its initia- 
tive may be regarded as merely in line with 
the general strategy. The others will fol- 
low. 


As indicated by the statement of Myron 


C. Taylor, chairman of the board, the plan 
will provide proportionately larger 
in- 


creases for the lower paid worker, and it 
is recognized that "in many cases the dif- 
ferentials between occupations are either 
too great or too small." Accordingly assur- 
ance is given of "a sound method of evalu- 
ation of employment services in order that 
the basic wage structure shall permanently 
reflect, in an equitable manner, the rela- 
tive values of the various occupations." 


This is most interesting in view of John 


L. Lewis's pronouncement last July, citing 
the reasons for organized labor's seeking 
through the Committee for Industrial Or 
ganization, to smash the company unions 
and place the industry under the closed- 
shop rule. While making it clear that im- 
provement of the economic condition of the 


1 workers was not the 
sole "Jfandament.il 


motive" Lewis did say this: 


"Our committee would bring to the steel 


workers economic and political freedom; a 
living wage to those lowest in the scale of 
occupations. * * * * * Above this basic 
wage, our committee believes that differ- 
entials should be paid to other workers ac- 
cording to skill, training, hazard and re- 
sponsibility." 


Apparently this is exactly what the steel

Not Due to What's Eaten 


These conditions are not by any 


means always due to "something 
you ate, no doubt," although that 
is usually the explanation.

even to "something you drank, no 
uoubt", though wives are cynical- 
ly inclined to that idea. 


"The eye cannot say to the hand, 


'I have no need of thee', nor again 
the head to the feet, T have no 
need of thee'. And those members 
of the body which we think to be 
less honorable, upon these we be- 
stow less abundant honor." 


Among the organs of the body

nounced by the Agricultural Re­ 
search Advisory Bureau, substi­ 
tutes a sulphuric acid spray for 
the hoe and hand system of weed 
erodication in grain fields. 
The 
method is said also to increase the 
grain yield per acre from 50 to 8 0 
per cent. 
Extensive experiments in Cali­ 
fornia, Texas and several 
Mid­ 
western states 
during 
the past 
year have proved, according to in­ 
formation collected by the bureau, 
that dilute sulphuric acid wall not 
have grains but is almost 100 per­ 
cent efficient as a destroyer of cer­ 
tain types of weeds, notably wild 
radish and mustard. Experiments 
in the new method of weed con­ 
trol were launched in the United 
States in 1933 with a few acres 
and were broadened this year to | 
include several thousand acres at j 
strategic points in the grain pro- 
\ 
ducing sections of the country, the 
bureau said. 
Although new to American agri- 
j 
culture, the sulphuric add method . 
of weed control has been known in ; 
Europe for a number of 
years. 
Employed successfully in 
Great 
Britain on 300 acres in 1932. the 
treatm ent has met with such fav­ 
or that this year English farmers 
kept more than 29 ,000 
acres 
of 
grain weed-free by its use, it was 
said. In France, spraying with sul­ 
phuric acid has become a general­ 
ly accepted agricultural practice, 
recent statistics showing that ap­ 
proximately 500,000 
acres 
are 
treated anually.
